All three 
are 17th or 18th century and have been treated to make 

. them look old. The two uniface ones were made’to apply. 

: on furniture or boxes, a common practice in the 16th and 
1’th and 18th century. . They might be of Italian workman- 
ship. As for value they have little.- The one with the 

. head is a medal by one of the Roettiers. It was a large 
family and they produced at least a dozen die cutters 
bothein France and England. I can just make out the 
name under the bust. The name around the head has been 
carefully erased and I can make nothing out of it. This 
piece has no valué. The other four pieces I put in en- 
velopes and have attributed. Unfortunately none of them 
do we want. “I am sorry I cannot take any of these to

Your letter with the coins at hand. The large piece is, 
4g you surmise, for the Loo Choo Islands. There are two forms of this 
one like the Japanese tempo. The small piece with 500 is not a coin 
but a Mah Jong counter. The piece attached to the card is not genuine 
as the metal is not of the right color. As you know this was the first 
issue which was made before the peror reached Peking and he changed 
his dynastic title on arrival. Nearly all of the coins were melted 
down and nearly all of the pieces seen today are fakes or copies. We 
have two or three here, one of which we think is original. Your piece 
is better than the average copies I have seen and probably was made 
directly from an original piece. 


I am glad to know that you are getting on your feet 
agsin. However, before thinking of resuming membership I would advise 
you to clear up the Numismatist account with Mr. Noe, 


At the »resent moment we have no Chinese or other Far 
Eastern coins. About a year ago we had a large accumulsatiog that we 
sold en masse to a collector just starting in. We are, however, looking 
for Japanese Kwan-Ei Sen bearing the inscription on the rubbing that 
Iam enclosing. If you have any of these in duplicate we would be 
Pleased to look them over.
